However, there is a point of argument in connection with this 
idea as a general principle. Why do we have a schedule for examr 
nations t The obvious answer is that it is for the convenience of the 
faculty and Students in agreeing upon it time that will.be relatively 
comfortable nud feasible lo all concerned. A means, in other words, 
and not an cud. 

It seeniH reasonable, then, to suppose that any class with its 
teacher is a single unit, and that should the lime scheduled for that 
particular examination be, in any instance, universally disagreeable, 
the schedule, as a means of securing nn end, might be flexible enough 
to he so m odified at the unanimous request of those directly con- 
cerned. 

We are, beyond being aware, iusistnut of the fact that after* all 
the main thing we are here for is to study, and that almost every 
other activity la u. means toward that definite end. Dirt, we do say 
that this matter of examination schedule is such a small point that 
it tnlght ho readily modified lo suit the needs of the nctital exami 
nation. It is the same principle, that calls for the. modification of 
alt extra-curricular activities to suit the exigencies of the academic 
schedule. The end is the point of argument, not the means
